It 
stems  from  Jesus'  life  and  teaching,  and  sot  In  modern  terms,  it 
runs  like  this:  to  be  successful,  you  have  to  be  careless. 

.  To  get  a  good  perspective  on  this  proposition,  think  first 
about  Jacob  and  then  about  Jesus.  There  are  few  children  in  our 
Sbnday  schools  who  have  not  heard  about  what  happened  to 
Jacob  on  that  night  when  he  lay  down  to  sleep  on  his  journey 
from  Recrsheba  to  Haran.  There  is  no  adult  in  our  churches  who 
coujd  not  find  a  warning  in  the  words  he  spoke  on  waking  up. 
Remembering  his  vision  of  Ood  In  the  hours  of  the  nighttime, 
Jacob  vowed  a  vow.  “If  God  will  be  with  me."  he  said,  “and  will 
keep  me  in  this  way  that  I  go,  and  will  give  me  bread  to  eat,  and 
raiment  to  put  on,  so  that  I  come  again  to  my  father's  house  in ! 
peace,  then  shall  the  Lord  be  my  God."  What  a  modern  man  was 
hlacob!  Nobody  was  going  to  pull  the  wool  over  his  eyes.  No  one  ■ 
was  going  to  cheat  him  out  of  anything.  He  would  acknowledge 
God  to  be  the  Lord;  he  would  obey  God’s  will;  and  he  would  i 
aerve  God's  purposes  But  only  if  he  got  his  money’s  worth  in  | 
doing  so.  Jacob  was  not  going  to  take  any  chances.  God  would

You  have  to  throw  your  life  away  In  disdain 
before  you  get  it  back  again  in  glory.  You  have  to  commit  a 
kind  of  suicide  of  the  will  before  you  can  be  Imm  again  in  the 
Spirit.

To  be  successful  is  to  find  the  need  that  only  you  can  I 
fill,  and  theft  td?fill  It;  to  hear  the  call  that  only  youTan  answer,  I 
and  then  to  answer  it,  to  see  the  work  that  only  you  can  do.  and  ^ 
then  do  IL  It  is  the  Christian  faith  that  every  man  has  a  vocation 
under  God,  a'  vocation  embracing  not  only  the  means  by  which 
he  supports  his  life  on  earth  but  also  his  marriago,  his  friendships.'
